and a score of policemen commanded by 
Sergeant O'Donnell fought to make & pas- 
sageway from the place. 

Miss Naklen and her brother Hymen with 
six others were thrust into patrol wagons, 
but a crowd had gathered about Miss Zucker 
and prevented her arrest. Crying to her 
friends to follow her, the young woman led 
the way along the streeta to Porges’ hall 
‘at Maxwell and Jefferson Streets. Linking 
arms the women led the crowd of several 
hundred men chanting the Marseililaise. 

At the hall, which previously had been en- 
gaged, a brief and tumultuous meeting was 
held. Then a rumor was circulated that the 
police were coming in force to seize the par- 
ticipants, who quickly scattered, 

Synagogue Address Continued. 

In the synagogue, Sexton Httelson and the 
trustees contifiued to plead and struggle with 
the remaining disturbers, ‘who finally were 
driven from the place. Mr, Kraus then con- 
tinued his address, noc touching again on the 
theme which had caused the excitement. 

Copies of the placard headed “ Protest “ 
were secured by the police. In part they read: 

“Some weeks ago a committee of Jewish 
politicians appealed to Sergius Witte, the 
representative of Russia's tyrannical gov- 
ernment, to'use his influence with the czar 
regarding the ‘cessation of the ewful mas- 
sacres and the betterment of the status of 
the Jews in Russia. Friend, there was a time 
when the Jewish people begged, bowed their 
heads, fell to thé feet of tyrants, and chanted 
the praise of despots; when waiting for petty 
favors they were trampled under the hee! of 
every drunkard, when they met abuse with a 
smile ahd massacres with petitions. 

“The Jews no longer ask for favors; they 
demand. They no longer send deputations to 
kiss the hands of drunken ‘ Tehinovniks,’ 
they new fight for freedom. In the midst of 
this awakening, politicians of the old cring- 
ing, slavish natures make an appeal in the 
name of heroes who fell behind the barricades 
fighting for their rights, singing hymns of 
praise to the stranglers of the Russian people. 

“* Long live the revolutionists; down with 
the Russian autocracy; long live the Russian 
revolution,’ "’ 


Revolutionists Well Organized.

Worship Out of Place. 


New York, Sept. 24.—[Special. }—Nearly 
every woman who attenéced the service at St. 
Joseph's Bpiscopal church in Jersey City to- 
night wore hats in response to a gentile hint 
from the Rev, Dr. E. L.. Stoddart, rector. The 
hint appéared in the current issue of the 
church weekly, distributed today among the 
parishioners. Those who came to church hat- 
less were stared at by the othets who had 
read the clergyman's article on St. Paul and 
hats. 

Dr. Stoddart recently returned from Europe 
where he spent a year’s vacation. He found 
that many women of his parish had acquired 
the habit @uring the summer of going to 
church, particularly on Sunday evenings, 
without hats. He does not approve the inno- 
vation, but didn’t say so from the pulpit. 
He reserves all his little lectures and busi- 
ness talks for the Bulletia, and the members 
read it religiously. 


Rector’s Authoritty Is St. Paul. 

Dr. Stoddart in his “ hint " said: 

“In I. Corinthians, xti., 5, 6, 18, St. Paul 
the apostle distinctly forbids women to re- 
main bareheaded in church. Of course 
in this lively age we have many a flippant 
critic who would smile at any such command 
of the great apostle, and say that ‘ that may 
have been w3ll enough for the first century, 
but as regards us, why, Paul was a little be- 
hind time.’ 

“That may be true, though I must confess 
that, as far as my experience goes, I have not 
only found no one who has outgrown 8t. Paul, 
but no one who, in greatness of thought, 
breadth of vision, and profound spiritual 
sagacity begins to approach him. But even 
if we have outgrown him in some respects, 
have we done so in the matter of bareheaded 
women In church.” 


Glory of Woman Is Her Hair. 


Dr. Stoddart said that “the glory of a 
woman is her hair,’’ and ft has always been 
considered one of her charms, to care for 
which she devotes much of her time and upon 
which she relies for part of her attraction. 

“Is it not evident,” he continued, “ that 
the church is not the place for the display 
of this attraction? Is it not clear that to 
come to church with an elaborate coiffure 
is to come with something which draws at- 
tention of man to the woman who is so 
adorned? 

“Is it not plain that this is not in harmony 
with the angelic spirit which we have just 
described? We are used more to see in the 
streets and theaters women with bare heads. 


Mustn’t Attract Men in Church. 


“It is ‘unquestioned that in all this the 
woman attracts the attention and often the 
admiration of men. But it is fist this which 
she is not to do in church. If I understand 
the apostle right, in the house of ‘her Savior 
woman is to be supremely modest and her 
charms restrained, with none of that aban- 
don with which §he swings along the field 
or shore, with browned arms and disheveled 
locks. . There is to be a distinction of places 
and also of manners. 

** But it may be asked if, by excess of dress 
or by gaudy hats, woman may not attract as 
much attention to herself as by bare arms or 
by uncovered head. Undoubtedly she may, 
and the bible has much to say about the mod- 
esty of dress in the house of God. In the for- 
mer case the attention is drawn to the cloth- 
ing or the jewelry. In the latter the attrac- 
tion is personal and physical, which precisely 
is what St. Paul objects to; that is, the dis- 
play of any personal or physical attraction 
in the church.” 

Puts Ban on Rice Throwing. 

Dr. Stoddart also called attention to the 
fact that at a recent wedding in St. John's 
church some young women indulged in rice 
throwing in the middie aisle and vestibule. 

“We should imagine,” he said, “ that out- 
sidere, of whatever church, would realize the 
outrageous inappropriateness of rice or con- 
fetti oF old shoe one in and around a 


~ 


“TY shall,have to explain to you that the re- 
port to that effect became current through 
what I call “‘my other me ”’—that is, my 
newspaper self, ag some bright reporters see 
me.

MORE RAIDS IN CEMETERY: 
MANY MONUMENTS WRECKED. 


Michigan Graveyard Devastated of 
Crosses Almost Before Guards Are 
Gone—Police Investigate in Vain. 


Negaunee, Mich., Sept. 24:—-[Special.]—The 
mystery of the cross smashers is deepening. 
Early this morning the Negaunee Roman 
Catholic cemetery, though guarded, was vis- 
ited by ghouls and monuments valued at 
thousands of dollars were wrecked. The 
mystery is deeper because the Escanaba au- 
thorities were confident that they had the 
cross’ smasher in jail here in the person of a 
supposed peddler, who had been seen in the 
neighborhood of various cemeteries at about 
the time they had been visited by vandals. 

When the cross smashers seemed to be 
heading north the authorities of cities 
throughout upper Michigan set guards at 
the cemeteries, and for three nights two men 
have been on auty at Negaunee cemetery. 
This morning. nothing was noticed out of 
the way by the guards when they went off 
duty, but they had hardly reached home 
when there was a call for each of them, 
that the cemetery had been visited and more 
damage caused than at any other point to 
date. 

The guards declared they had kept a care- 
ful watch all night, and that the damage must 
have done after daylight. The police were 
| notified, but have been able to get no clew. 
One of the monuments destroyed was worth 
2,000, and several others of less value were 


wrecked. 


WON’T KILL BULL: MOB RIOTS. 


12,000 Spectators Break Up Chairs 
and Fire Barriers Because Mat- 
adors Are Merciful.

Possession of Pistol. 


New London, Conn., Sept. 24.—[Special.}— 
In a desperate struggle with Mrs. George 
Bindloss, well known in society here, for the 
possession of a revolver, Stephen M. 
Crocker, member of a prominent family, 
was fatafly shot at the Bindloss family home 
at 4 o'clock this morning. Mrs. Bindloss 
has been freed from all responsibility for 
the shooting, which Crocker at first chival- 
rously charged against two highwaymen.

It is not known what drove Crocker to his 
amazing action, When the servant answered 
his ring he pushed past her at the door and 
surprised Mrs. Bindloss and her daughter 
reading in the parlor. He dropped into 4 
chair, calmly announced he had come to stay, 
and that in the event of the slightest out- 
cry he would become violent. 

The mother and daughter laughed at him, 
thinking he was joking. When they saw 
their malda’s scared face in the door opening 
from the hall they started In alarm and in a 
few moments they realized their dangerous 
predicament. 

Mrs. Bindloss tried strategy to reach the 
telephone and call her husband home. Crock- 
er intercepted her and, going to the telephone, 
caught it in both hands and said he would 
tear it from the wall should he see her near it 
again. Then he ordered Mrs. Bindloss, her 
daughter, and the servant into the parlor, 
where he held them prisoners until 40’clock. 


Captor Nods; Woman Slips Out. 

At that hour, tiring of his constant vigt- 
lance, Crocker began to nod in his chair. Mrs. 
Bindloes, seeing her opportunity, tiptoed out 
of the room and upstairs to 4 room, where 
she got a revolver. She had just taken the 
pistol from a drawer when she heard her 
daughter shouting for heip. 

Crocker, having awakened, became enraged 
at the mother’s having slipped away, and 
instantly attacked the daughter, striking 
her with his fist in the face. He was still 
striking her in the hall when Mrs. Bindiloss 
came downstairs. She was so nervous she 
accidentally discharged the revolver, the bul- 
let burying itself in the well, 

Crocker turned at the shot, and, dashing 
up @ few steps, fought Mrs. Bindloss to take 
the revolver from her. She resisted desper- 
ately and they fell -o the floor in the hall. 
In the struggle the pistol was discharged 


again, and the bullet went into Crocker’s 


breast. 
Staggers Home; Lies to Police. 

The man rose slowly to his feet and stag- 
gered from the house. He was just able 
to reach his home, where he fell unconscious 
and lay helpless until afternoon. Then he 
regained strength sufficient to telephone the 
police. He told detectives that he had been 
held up and shot by two highwaymen who 
looked like tramps. 

When it became known that he was in a 
dying condition In the hospital, Mrs. Bind- 
loss, accompanied by her husband, went to 
the police station and told what had taken 
place. She repeated the story to the prose- 
cuting attorney, who decided that it wasa 
case of accidental shooting, permitting Mrs.

“In fine, the result of the investigation 
now going on should be such legislation as 
will prevent forever hereafter the deplorable 
condition that so long existed without 
criticism or rehuke, and place this splendid 
beneficence of the people on a plane high 
above the temptations of Cuptehty) or 
avarice.”

the observance. 

Followed Lockout of Union Men. 
The evidence in the case goes back to the 
lockout by the Tile, Grate, and Mantel asso- 
ciation, an employers’ organization, of the 
mosaic and encaustic tile layers and helpers 
of New York and vicinity on Aug, 6, 1904. 

To make the lockout a success, it is charged, 

the employers’ association sent one of its 
“number to England and caused advertise- 
ments to appear in the papers of that coun- 
try and Germany offering tile masons $5 per 
day for eight hours’ labor in ‘the United 
States, 
Fifty workmen, it is alleged. were imported 
to the United States at the instance of the 
eleven accused men, and were instructed to 
swear falsely when questioned at Ellis island 
by the immigration officials as to their rea- 
sons fer coming to America, and especially 
to swear that they had as yet no employ- 
ment in this country. 


Turned Out in a Strange Land. 


It is also said that the men were furnished 
with the address of one of the accused and 
ordered to report to him. 
Two weeks after the men were imported, 
the lockout being a success, it is alleged, the 
accused caused the English workmen to be 
discharged on the*ground that they were 
not familiar with American tools or the 
methods of working in this country and 
were, therefore, useless. 

Some of these men got home as best they 
could, but four of them carried their griey- 
ances to agents of the department of com- 
meree and labor and rendered information 
on which an investigation was based. Since 
then they have been under detention at the 
immigrant station at Ellis island.

tién of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in 
Mandel hall at the University of Chicago. The 
subject of his address was ‘’ Education as 
a Factor of Efficient Manhood.” Prof. But- 
ler spoke in the place of President William 
R. Harper, who was tco ill to attend the ses- 
sion, 

* ‘The term * self-made man’ is a mere fal- 
lacy,”’ ‘Prof. Butler deciared.. “ The ‘ self- 
made **man'’s success is due only to unusual 
ability. Efficient manhood—the manhood 
that ought to be offerdd to the world—no 
longet can be home made. -In this time of 
competition the world ig willing to pay the 
highest price for the efficient man just as for 


‘articles of. commercial use. 


** Education should mgan competent train- 
‘Ing for social efficiency, ‘It requires. time. 
The value of education Is along only four 
lines, as follows: Physical, social, intellec- 
tual, and spirjtual. 

“Team work, so familiar in football play 

and of such importance in the game, should 
be kept and made a coi mon phrase in rel{- 
‘gion.-“It 4s -@ miétte that should -entet into 
religion and should be ¢losely followed.” 

Urges Purity in Politics. 
Clifford Pinchot, the young New York 
millionaire, head of the bureau.of forest re- 
serves, who has refused remuneration for 
hig *services to the government, spoke pre- 
vious to. Prof. Butler, op * Public Ideals.”’ 

“J feel incapable of expressing the im- 
portance .of' the creation ef a public spirit 
among young men,” he said. “It is miost 
important that we have a president who 

apecifically d@pends upon young men in 
carrying out his policies. Masterful as is 
hig nature, intense as is his desire for high 
service, all would be nearly useless without 
the backing of a trained public spirit. 

“ The one great thing that Theodore Roose- 
velt has done for the United States is not 
his service in the recent peace conference, 
nor the use of the prestige of his great office 
in behalf of decency, The vital and impor- 
tant thing lies in the change which he has 
brought in the attitude of young men toward 
political life. 

“The time is not long/ past when {t was not 
considered respectable to go into politics. I 
hppe the time is not faridistant when it won't 
be respectable not to be in politics. When 
this time comes this country will do things 
in the world that pever were done before.” 

Bishop in His Former Pulpit. 

Bishops attending the convention occupied

Mystery of Kidnaping of Sooboonagum 
on Madras Road Explained in Letter 
from Indian Mission Worker.

Some weeks ago news was received ‘in 
America that Sooboonmagum had been kid- 
naped from her carriage, near Madras, and 
the English and American missionaries 
feared she had been carried off by those op- 
posed to her work as a missionary. 

Then came another letter declaring the kid- 
naping story a mistake. The letter to Mrs. 
Stevens explains the ¢ase. 

“The conversion "of Sooboonagum,"” said 
Mrs. Stevens, ‘ checked our progress in the 
ranks of her caste at the time, but we soon 
regained the lost ground and eventually made 
@ great advance. Her return to the former 
faith may retard our work-a trifie tempo- 
rarily, but will not be for long. We deplore 
her defection. sincerely, but do not give her 
up as entirely lost to us,”

| AMONG THE NEW: BOOKS. ] 


USSIA,” by Sir Donald Mackenzie 

Wallace (Henry Holt & Co.), isa 
new and enlarged edition of one of 
the principal standard works on 
Russia. The first edition, that of 
1877, was the product of six years’ con- 
tinuous study in. Russia. Since that 
time the author has spent only two 
years in that country, but his rela- 
tions with it and his study of its institutions 
have not been interrupted. It is a rare thing 
to have a book of this kind from the pen of 
a competent man who condenses into it the 
result of nearly thirty-five years’ work. 

Besides many changes in the body of the 
work, amplifying and completing the iInfor- 
mation given, five entirely new chapters are 
added. Three of thes@ treat of the revolu- 
tionary movement which has become prom- 
inent since 1877, one the industrial movement 
of .néw Russia and its consequences, and the 
concluding chapter gives the author's views 
of the present situation. It is necessary only 
to call the attention of readers to this new 
edition to insure it a hearty welcome. 

A HISTORY OF SCIENCE,” by Henry 
Smith Williams [Harper & Bros.), is an 
ambitious attempt to cover the whole fleld 
of scientific progress. from the beginning to 
the present day. . Let it be frankly stated 
that in the present state of knowledge no 
one man can be anything more than an 
amateur when he essays to speak for physics, 
chemistry, biology, geology, astronomy, and 
all the other sciences, upon whose minutest 
subdivision men spend lifetimes. Admitting 
this, Dr. Williams deserves full credit for the 
patience and wide range of reading with 
which he equipped himself for his task. He 
has written many entertaining chapters on 
the beginnings of science. He has had a 
keen scerit for the pictueresque incidents in 
the experiences of the pioneers in different 
fields. This interest in the first great dis- 
coveries unfortunately has marred the pro- 
portions of the work as a whole. The later 
stages of the sciences whose inception was 
so dramatic are either ignored or dismised 
with scant mention, Thus forty-five pages 
are given to electricity up to and including 
Franklin. Eighteen pages treat of Galvani, 
Volta, Ampere, and others, down to the year 
1831. For all the rest there are six pages, 
devotedtothe X rays. Sir Humphrey Davy’s 
experiments with the electric light are de- 
tailed, but [..son.is not mentioned. The 
telegraph and telephone, the incandescent 
light, electric motors, and the industrial ap- 
plications of electricity are ignored. In ge- 
ology apparently nothing has been done since 
1846, so far as Mr. Williams know? 

The limitations of .the work are ‘least ap- 
parent in the first:volume, dealing with the 
scientific knowledge: and theories of the 
Egyptians,. Greeks,-and Romans. There is 
a completeness here impossible in the other 
volumes. Asa whole the work belongs clearly 
to the class of books commonly sold by 
subscription. Such books are handsomely 
printed, elegantly bound, contains much 
varied information, and.are good reading for 
the young, but no scholar would think of 
quoting them as authority. They are pleas- 
ant volumes for an fdle hour.
